YOUR JOB 


Itis Time to Stop so Much Running 


in and Out and Shifting and 
Changing About. 


A Steady Forward Move 


When I was a mere school 
boy a gentleman came to the 
school and delivered a lect- 
ure on the subject of “Stick- 
to-it-ive-ness.” When he 
announced his subject | 
thought it was very odd; and 
indeed, .it was rather an odd 
expression; but the gentle- 
man made a lasting impres- 
sion on me. 

In one of my school books 
when a boy I read a story of 
the little boy and his little 
shovel. A heavy snow had 
fallen during the night and 
the wind had piled up a great 
drift of snow between the 
house and the street. Early 
in the morning little eight- 
year-old Ned took his little 
shovel and commenced to 
shovel a road through’ the 
great drift to the street. 

A gentleman who passed, 
called to little Ned and ask- 
ed him how he expected to 
ever get that snow bank 
shoveled away with such a 
“tiny little shovel.” The only 
reply Ned made, as he work- 
ed steadily on, was, “By 
keeping at it.” No philoso- 
pher could have given a bet- 
ter answer than did little 
Ned. 

Stick-to-it-ive-ness is one 
of the greatest virtues with 
which any one could be en- 
dowed. This will win when 
nothing else will make any 
show. There may seem to 
be no result for a while, but 
he who faithfully plods along 
will win in the race, and 
bring good results when he 
does finally get through. 

You can scarcely find a 
better motto to make you 
successful in life than, “Stick 
to your job.” It is usually 
said that “A rolling stone 
gathers no moss.” When 
Jesus commissioned His dis- 
ciples to “Go ye,” “they 
went,” and it is not written 
that they ever quit their job. 
They stuck to it till they 
gave their livesin martyr- 
dom for the very truth they 
were taught by Him who 
commissioned them to “Go.” 
We have no record of them 
running in and out in a spaz- 
modic manner. They stuck

to their job. “Let every man 
abide in the same calling 
wherein he was called.” 1 
Cor. 7:20. 


be enthusiastic about the 
Lord’s work for a little while 
and then all of a sudden lose 
interest and scarcely do any- 
thing for the Lord at all. 
Some will take spells of go- 
ing to meeting and Sunday 
School and become all en- 
thused about it and think 
everybody ought to be the 
same way, and after a while 
drop out and are scarcely 
seén for months. I like the 
enthusiastic part of it, but I 
do not like the dropping off. 
People ought to be enthusi- 
astic all the time. I see no 
place for cooling off. There 
is no time for it. The work 
is too great. 

In worldly pursuits 
man that will not stick to his 
job never wins his way to 
the top, and is never promot- 
ed to a higher position where 
he can earn a larger salary. 
But he that sticks to his job 
and learns to do his work 
well will soon become valua- 
ble to his employer and _ they 
will soon be ready to offer 
him a premium by raising his 
wages. 

There is nothing more 
worth wuile, and nothing 
that should call for a strong- 
er determination to stick to 
your job, than the evangeli- 
zation of the lost world. This 
being the case, then, we 
must stick to it till it is done. 
Spazmodic effort will never 
accomplish this. A _ little 
skirmishing once and a while 
will never accomplish God's 
will. There must be enthusi- 
asm, but that kind that never 
burns down is necessary. 
is time to stop so much run- 
ning in and out and shifting 
and changing about with no

wolves away, and at the 
'same time keep his sheep so 
busy eating that they will 
have no time to stray. 

| When a minister is select- 
ed for a pastor at a certain 
place and he accepts the po- 
sition, then he ought to stick 
to his job till his ‘time is up. 
| But it has been too much of 
a habit with some that they 
|stay a few months and then 
feel led “to go elsewhere, 
‘and, suddenly slip away 
from their flock, leaving them 
to exposure to whatever may 
come along. In this way the 
churches sometimes have 
pastors, but they hardly know 
when they will be left with- 
out any. 

In a certain State an over- 
seer informed me that at a 
certain time he was much 
gratified to report pastors 
over nearly every church. 
Only a few months later and 
this same overseer reported 
that there had beew. so much 
shifting and changing about 
till many of the chutches 
where left without shepherds. 
Inquiry revealed the tact that 
many of those who had been 
selected “felt led’’ to go else- 
where and without giving 
scarcely any notice they 
were off and gone. 1 wish 
to repeat that itis time to 
stop so much running in and 
out and shifting and changing 
about if you expect to make 


full proof of your ministry. 
Beloved pastor, you ought 


to have enough stick-to-it- 
iyeness about you to stick to 
your job the allotted time, 
even if you come out at the 
end of your year with rags 
for clothes, and your bones 
sticking out from starvation. 
But this will never be if you 
stick to your job and feed 
your flock as you ought. But 
of course if you do not feed 
them good wholesome spirit- 
ual food, you can hrrdly ex- 
pect them to keep you fat on 


bread and meat. — 
But I do not hesitate to 


state that a preacher that 
is called ot God to preach 
and sent by Him, will be 
able to feed his flock if he 
will give himself to the work 
in the right manner. But if 
he allows himself to get dis- 
‘satisfied and begin to criti- 
cise his congregation because 
they do not supply him with 
what he thinks is necsesary 
food and clothing, he will
